DEARBORN AVENUE. 


Opposition to Its Dee as a Boulevard, 

A meeting of North Side property-holders 
was held last evening at the corner of Chicago 
avenue and Larrabee street for the purpose of 
protesting against the proposition to turn Dear- 
born avenue over to the Park Commissioners 
for boulevard purposes. Thomas Carney was 
called to the chair, and, in a fiery speech, stated 
that the proposed measure was nothing more 
than class legislation,—the ſufliction of a burden 
on the poor, who were to be taxed to pay for the 
comfort and elegance of the rich,—and, as 


such, deserving of the strongest kind of a pro- 
test against it from the citizens of the Seven- 
teenth Ward, and the North Side generally. 
Parsons, the Socialistic orator, was invited to 
speak, and responded with bis usual readiness. 
The proposed improvement, he said, would be 
very nice, and all that, but the trouble was that 
citizens who would never use the 6 
were to be taxed to pay for it. The measure 
was only one instance of that class lecislation 
which had become so common of late years. ‘In 
this particular instance the measure was the 
greatest piece of impudeoce imaginable. As a 
workingman, speaking for workingmen, he de- 
sired to enter bis protest against this crowning 
outrage on the poor, and prophesied that this 
meeting was but the first of a series to be heid 
on the North Side for the purpose of indiguat- 
ing and letting the people's representatives in 
the know their constituents’ minds. 
William Stewart, the wholesale grocer, op- 
posed the measure as fost all public pro- 
priety and all good public policy. A few big- 
heads on the avenue, with very inflated ideas on 
the subject of the value of their property, were 
Gesirous ‘of having the avenue turned into a 
boulevard 49 | for the use of those who were 
able to ride in chaises. They were seeking not 
to open a North Side avenue for the conve- 
nience of the people, but an avenue for the 
convenience of the fast horses, fast men, and 
fast women of the South Side. [Great ap- 
plause.] And the poor, who would never 
be able to turn out in were 
to help pay for all this, His sense 
of — revolted at the idea, and he desired to 


t against such an outrage. The North 
ivision was noted for ite noral purity. To 
open up this boulevard and invite the pim ps and 
their women from the South Side to drive out

authorised secession, and made dismember- 


ment of the American Union a right. 

The American people occupied the terri- 
tory along the Atlantic States as subjects of 
Great Britain, and were governed by royal 
executors appointed over certain geograph 
ical divisions created by royal charters. They 
were colonists until the 4th of July, 1776. 
Recognizing the necessity which constrained 
them to alter their former systems of gov- 
ernment,” the representatives of these peo- 
ple did, in the name and by the authority 
of the good people of these Colonies,” de- 
clare “ these United Colonies ” free and in- 


dependent States, and thus, as the United 
“States of America,” became a nation. At the 


same hour and by the same act that they 
ceased to be Colonies of Great Britain they 
became the United States of America,” 
with all the powers of a free and independent 
nation. As a nation they prosecuted the 
War of Independencé; as a nation they were 
resisted by Great Britain; asa nation they 
sought alliances with other nations; as a 
nation they excited the sympathy and ob- 
tained the aid of other nations. It was not 
a war of Virginia, nor of Massachusetts; 
nor of any one or any number of States; 
it was a war for and by the United 
States. Great Britain in the end acknowl- 
edged the independence, not of Pennsylva- 
nia nor of Georgia, but of the United States. 
Our Ministers went abroad not seeking rec- 
ognition of the independence of New York 
nor of any State, but of the national inde- 
pendence of the United States. Mr. Hon 
will fail to find that Great Britain ever rec- 
ognized the mdependence of any of the 
‘sovereign States” which he said existed 
before the Union; there is not even a men- 
tion made of Ohio, which, so far as any reo- 
ord exists, has never been recognized to this 
day by any nation of the world as one of 
those sovereigns whom he styles “creators,” 
and therefore superior to its own creatures.

They existed as parts of the United States, 


which was the national title of the Union, | 


from the 4th of July, 1776, when they re- 
nounced the condition of British colonies, 
and formed the Union known th 

as the United States of America. The new 
Constitution was not to supersede the old 
form of government until ratified by nine 
States. When ratified by this number it 
was to go into operation among those; rati- 


') fying it, the ratifications by the others to 


follow when made. These ratifications were 
slow in making; but eleven States having 
ratified, an election for President and Vice- 
President and for members of Congress took 
place without waiting for the other States, 
and the new form of government was actual- 
ly put in operation, while the two “‘ creators” 
were discussing whether they would create” 
or not, or, abandoning the United States, 
assume “sovereign” existence, and ask 
somebody to recognize Rhode Island and 
North Carolina as two new members of the 
family of nations. 

Since the election of Gronaz Wasmmarton, 
and his induction as President of the United 
States of America, there have been twenty- 
five States which had then no recognized 
sovereignty or even existence as communi- 
ties. Vermont, and Kentucky, and Ohio 
were “‘ creations by act of Congress. They 
can hardly be called creators of the Ameri- 
can Union; they more properly are 
„creatures, which term Mr. Hon 
seems to think implies sa low 
grade of inferiority. The original thirteen 
Colonies which, in 1776, declared themselves 
to be the United States of America, with full 
National powers, have ‘‘ created” since then 
twenty-five other members of the Union. 
The “‘ creatures are, by the Constitution, in- 
vested with full and complete equality with 
all the other States, and thus, in direct con- 
tradiction of Mr. Hunn’s axiom, the “ creat- 
ures” ere equal to the creator, and, being 
more than twice as numerous, can exercise 
superior authority and power, as part of 
the Nation, to that of the minority. 

Under the second form of government, 
called the Articles of Confederation, there 
was no provision for a National Executive, 
nor was there for a National Judiciary ; there 
was a Committee of the States” appointed 
by Congress, consisting of one member from 
each State, to sit during the recess to act as 
a quasi Executive, Herein is the present 
Confederate theory that the National Gov- 
ernment is a mere committee or agency 
to represent the States. But that form of 
government being an utter and complete 
failure, the new Constitution excluded every- 
thing of that character. It provided a strong 
Executive power, fitting to execute the 
National authority; it provided also a Nation- 
al Judiciary wholly independent of any local 
Government, and with ample authority and 
jurisdiction over every question of National 
concern. The new Constitution created a 
National Government clothed with every 
power—executive, legislative, and judicial— 
necessary to assert, maintain, and enforce 
National supremacy or National authority, 
and the subordination of all to the National 
will,. legally expressed. 

The National Government has always ex- 
isted since it was declared in 1776. The 
form has been changed, but.the substance 
has continued from the beginning. As time 
and experience developed weakness, the form 
has been changed. The Oonstitution of 
1787 was changed repeatedly during the first 
fifteen years of its existence. The asser- 
tion of Mr. Hurp’s sophistry, and the at- 
tempt by force to deny the existence of a 
National Union, possessing National powers, 
and the authority to enforce the obedience 
of citizens to the National law, despite the 
decrees of the “‘ sovereign States,” ended in 
the overthrow of that absurdity, and the re- 
construction of the Constitution in several 
important features. But the Government of 
to-day is none the less a continuation of the 
National Government begun in 1776, which, 
changed and altered from time to time as ex- 
perience suggested, remains now, as it has 
ever been from the beginning, the National 
Government of “The United States of 
America.” | 


WHAT THE DEMOCRATS HAVE DONE.

The reply of Mionamm, reported 
in Tax Trrsuns yesterday, was very extraor- 
dinary. He said the Germans were leav- 
ing the Republican party and voting the So- 
cialist ticket because The party has toler. 
ated corruption within its own ranks by al- 


lowing notorious swindlers to go free; be- 


cause the aforesaid swindlers go into the 
conventions and take a prominent part in 
politics ; because men like Stur Mrs, of 
the Beehive Bank, walk about the streets 
unpunished ; be there is no law to pun- 
ish criminals, and the Republican party is to 
blame for there not being any law; because 
the Republican party has made no effort to 
cure these ills, and, therefore, has shown it. 
self to be in sympathy with criminals and 
bank-swindlers. 

The excuses which Mr. Mronamm puts in 
the mouths of the Germans who have left 
the Republican party to join the Socialists 
when they have been sifted down are just 
two. He says the Germans have seceded, 
in the first place, because there are bad men 
in the Republican party, and, in the second 
place, because there are bad men outside of 
the party. He makes the Republican party 
responsible for all the evil there is in the 
country. Let us examine the two heads of 
this argument separately. 

If these German Socialists have left the 
Republican party because it has had bad 
men in its ranks, it is remarkable that they 
did not go sooner. The bad mén in office in 
the Republican party were most numerous 
during Grant's two Administrations. Yet 
the Germans did not secede then. 
Under Hayes, reform has been prom- 
ised and accomplished. We defy any 
man to point to a purer Administra- 
tion in the last fifty years than that 
which Mr. Hr is now carrying on at 
Washington. It must be, then, that the 
Germans are leaving and going to leave, ac- 
cording fo Mona, because there were 
bad men in the party many years ago. The 
slowness of Germans to get angry is pro- 
verbial, but we cannot believe that they are 
just now getting angry about corruptions 
that were punished years ago. We believe 
MICHAELIS is mistaken on this point. He is 
probably also mistaken in saying that the 
Germans are outraged because bad men and 
swindlers have appeared in Republican con- 
ventions, A full proportion of the objeo-. 
tionable characters who have appeared in 
Republican conventions have been Germaus, 
If the Germans don’t want them there, it 
will be easy to stop sending them, The 
publican party is no more responsible for 
them than the present Socialist party is.

NEGRO COLONIZATION. 

The following paragraph is an extract from 
& private letter written by a gentleman who 
served in the Union army during the War, 
and who afterwards settled in the South, 
where he now lives and where he held a 
prominent office under the last Administra. 
tion. The writer is a Republican in politics, 
aman of good judgment, and long enough a 
resident of the South to be entitled to re- 
spect for any opinion he may express upon 
the race conflict going on in several States. 
With special reference to the emigration of 
the blacks, he says ‘ 

‘*The ‘exodus’ is the only solution of the 
Southern question. The persons who once owned 
the negro as a slave will never live in peace with 
him ass political equal. The Angio-Saron will 
never submit to be 4 by any so-called in- 
ferior race; hence irrepressible conflict will go 
on in the South till the exodus removes at least a 
part of the negro race, which is weakest mentally 
though strongest lu number in some of the States. 
But I don't like the idea of an exodus to the North. 
That will only ve changing the location of the race 
conflict. Gen. Grawr's idea was the true one, 
and ought te bave been carried out. Annex San 
Domingo, à territory capadle of supporting ten 
millions of peopie in comparative luxury, and 
give it to the negro. Let national vessels ply be- 
tween the principal Southern ports and that islend, 
giving free transportation to the emigrant, and you 
will see an ‘exodus’ wortby of the name. In 
that event the South would fill np with & labor like 
that in the North, which would not submit tamely 
either to the lash of the bulldozer nor to the depri- 
vation of its political rights,” 

It is a notable fact that many of the North- 
ern men who have lived in the Cotton States 
since the War, and who have no sympathy 
whatever with the material discrimination 
and political oppression practiced upon the 
blacks, are still of the opinion that it will 
not be possible to harmonize the relations 
between the two races, If this judgment 
be correct, then it is true that an exodus” 
is the only solution of the Southern ques- 
tion.” The same view of the situation has 
been taken by many Northern men of ability 
not residing in the South, and it has beer 
the inciting cause of various projects for 
emigration and colonization of the blacks, 
among which may be enumerated the follow. 
ing: A scheme to agree upon some one or 
two negro States, with encouragement for 
the settlement of the blacks and the removal 
of the whites; the purchase of San Do- 
mingo, which was urged by Gen. Grant 
largely upon the ground that the new island 
in our possession would furnish a congenial 
home for the oppressed blacks of the South ; 
Senator Wixpom’s scheme for black 
emigration to Dakota, Montana, and 

lands open for settlement in the 
Territories of the cold Northwest, and 
especially along the line of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. The recent flight of black 
laborers from Louisiana and Mississippi was 
not the result of any organized effort, but a 
spontaneous movement among themselves 
to escape oppression and injustice, stimu- 
lated, of course, by the usual promises he'd 
out by railroad circulars ; and hence it attests 
the eagerness of the negroes, as a class, to 
quit a section of. the country where they 
have labored for fourteen years without im- 
proving their condition. The palpable mani- 
festation of this disposition on their part, 
which the Southern whites cannot reasonably 
ignore, may be the turning point in the con- 
fliot of races in the South. It may warn the 
land-owners of the Souch that they cannot 
longer maintain this conflict without incurring 
the risk of losing the labor which supports 
them, and the apprehension of such loss 
may teach the Southern Anglo-Saxon” 
that he can better afford to ve the negro 
his political and social rights a fair share 
of his earnings than to lose labor alto- 
gether. If this warning be heeded, and 
the white population of the South adapt it- 
self to the situation, then the prediction 
that the two races cannot live together in 
peace will prove to be wrong; otherwise, 
there is little doubt that more comprehen- 
sive schemes will be organized to release the 
blacks from their guasi condition of bondage 
at the South, and furnish them with homes 
where material prosperity and political 
equality will depend upon their own indus- 
try, frugality, and ambition of purpose. In 
the latter event, the revival of Gen. Grant's 
San Domingo project will probably be ro- 
eeived with more popular favor than was 
accorded it when it was first proposed.

uries” of two men to each two-hour worker. 
Such a supposition is not only absurd, but it is 
begging the question at issue. It disregards 
and ignores human nature, human wants, bu- 
man desires, And right here is the funda- 
mental error of all such persons as #conom- 
ies. The people of the world want all the 
wealth it is possible for the whole race te pro- 
duce. They want ten or fifty times as much, if 
they can get itt. There is no limit to human 
wants and desires for “‘ necessaries and _ lux- 
uries.”” The “wegeclasses” of Chieago 
spend more than the proceeds of two hours’ 
labor ver day on liquor and tobacco alone. The 
Communists understand this covetous, acauisi- 
tive tendency of human nature. They intend 
to compel peoole to limit their wants to the 
minimum. Their plan is to issue specific rations 
and clothes to each person in the community 
after the manner of provisioning and supplying 
an army, or a poor-house, or State’s Prison.

Lonpon, June 19.— The casual visitor to Lon- 
don sees no sign of the universal depression 
which hangs over trade everywhere. ‘Why do 
your people complain so much!” said a New 
York friend of mine yesterday; “‘neyer have I 
seen so many splendid equipages in the streets 
and the parks, or so many indications of wealth 
on all sides.“ But we. who live here 
know .what is going on beneath the 
surface. It would be very strange if there were 
not plenty of people still left with money 
enough to come to London and enjoy themselves 
fora few weeks during the season. Nothing 
short of national bankruptcy would bring about 
such astate of affairs as that. But the best 
customers our shopkeepers have had this year 
are their American visitors, who bring with 
them substantial proofs of the returning pros- 
perity of their country. It is only fair that they 
should buy something in London once now aud 
then, for the variety of goods which Londoners 
and the English people generally buy of them 
passes all belief. In almost every street there 
are ope or two purely American stores. The 
latest addition to them is a candy store in the 
Strand, and 1 hope that some American den- 
tists will follow to repair the ravages which 
the candies are pretty sure to make upon 
the teeth. A large place in Oxford street 
has been taken for the sale of Ameri- 
can beef, although it is my. belief that 
every butcher sells it, charging for it the price 
of English beef. Ask any salesman in Covent 
Garden Market how the supply of apples is 
likely to be this vear, and he will answer: ‘It 
all depends on America.” Pretty nearly two- 
thirds of the grain we eat comes from your 
shores. Cut us off from the rest of the world 
for a month or two, or even less, and half the 
population would have to starve. Our supplies 
of the necessaries of life have to come from 
foreign countries. There is no nation in the 
world, and there never has been one, which had 
to depend so largely for its food upon oper na- 
tions. Is that a state of affairs for the English 
people to rejoice in! Tne wise men and 
philosophers say that it is, and regard it as an 
unerring siga of prosperity. Time, which tests 
most things, will test this theory also.

With all the effort I have made to get correct 
knowledge of the great Northwest, 
the. whole Upper Missouri country, es pecially 
abore Bismarck, was, as I supposed, given over 
mainly to immense berds of buffalo, elk. and 
deer, bears, and sneaking, murderous wolves, 
and still more savage Indians. And, with rare 
exceptions at the military and trading posts, it 

was so till withio a very few ‘years past. 
And first at to * 
. THE MISSOURI RIVER 

itself. The character of this river has been per- 
gistently misrepresented.’ I really expected to 
gee sections of it, for half-e-dozen miles to- 
gether, filied with sand-bars and snags that 
threatened the life of the steamer at every 
length. Now, the fact is, it is, at this stage of 
water, certainly ove of the most beautifally- 
flowing rivers upon the Continent. This is said 
advisedly, after having traveled upon the Red 
River of the North, the St. Lawrence, the 
Hudson, the Ohio, the Mississippi, and the 
Columbia. Of sand-bars there are many,—far 
too many,—especially in low water; but, in the 
whole cistance of 806 miles between Bismarck 
and Benton, though our steamer and her con- 
‘sort, the Montana, ere by far the largest boats 
that ever were un the Upper Missouri, the spars 
were used only two or three times. As 
to svags,- not a dozen dangerous ones— 
perhaps not half so manv—were observed 
during the entire journey. The strong current 
makes them easily seen and avoided. The dis- 
tance given is the one made out by the Govern- 
ment, and on which they pay for transportation ; 
but the pilots and river-men insist that it is very 
considerably over 1, C00 ; and any one who 
travels for more than two Weeks from Bismarck 
to Benton, and observes the winding course of 
the river, can readily believe that the Govern- 
ment bas shortened the distance very consider- 
ably. The current will perhaps average three 
or four miles an hour, and iu some places six. 
The steamer was .obliged to use the rove and 
tapstan but once,—to pass Drowned Man’s 
siapids,—and that delayed us less than an hour. 
It is not difficult to understand why the Mis- 
tourt has been so persistently maligned by those 
who pavigated it and centrolied its business.

In 1865 the Bertram’s freight-list amounted to

$64,300. Another steamer was mentioned by 
Capt. Jacobs. whose receipts per trip were 
$62,000. Pilots were paid from $1,000 to $1.200 
per month, and $2,500 was sometimes received. 
Of course, the other officers were paid in a cor- 
responding ratio.

It had rained every da. for more than two weeks 
before we reached Benton; and we certainly 
had showers for me whole two and parts of the 
four days we were there. If the forts and 

“posts can now keep twenty steamers, 
and more, constantly occupied. what will be 
their business when these vast fert'le plains are 
covered with farms owned by an intelligent, in- 
dustrious people! Let the Government make a 
grant of laods fora railway directly northwest 
from Fargo to Fort Tutten, and thence west ou 
the line of 48% to the mountains, to be built in 
ten or fifteen years; and, before the century 
closes, the thing will be done. Why not? The 
lands are now practically worthless; and, be- 
sides, it costs millions of dollars to guard and 
feed the Indians that roam over them. Au- 
other thing: Let Dakota be divided on the 
parallel of 46 deg. of latitude, and the western 
portion of it, irom which President Grant by 
proclamation excluded settlers,—it was never 
made a reservation by treaty with the Indians,— 
be opened to settlement, and the country will 
be settied up to the British line faster than even 
the most enthusiastic would pow dare to pre-

THE RETUEN-TRIP.

THE POPE ON MARRIAGE. 


The Italian Partiament Condemned—No 
Justification for Interference with Mar- 


ethren, at your 
taking up the defense of 


pleased, venerable 
solicitude in v 

Christian marriage 
with a new attack the promulgation of a 
penal law which its religious celebra- 
tion. We bave not forgotten the energy with 
which you and the Italian episcopate in general 
have protested in the past against such propos 
tions, which tend to violate the dignity and 
freedom of Christian marriage. And now, re- 
doubhng your efforta to keep this new mis- 
fortune away from Catholic Italy, you have 
renewed your lawfal demands and your 
authorized warnings... And, although these 
protestations have until now had no other 
effect and no other recognition than a 
mere mention; although they were afterward 
tnrewn into the archives unread and unex- 


amined, your work ie none dhe less worthy at 


commendation, for you proclaimed Catnolic 
truth at an opportune time in the very face of 
those who, determined at all hazards to follow 
the way of error, scorned the friendly voice 
that recalled them te truth. 

Moreover, Venerable brethren, you have great 
reason, too, to mourn the fatal results of this 
sad reform upon religion and morsiiiy, for, not 
content witb stripping Christian marriage of all 
lawful value, it forbids its celebration, and sub 
jecta it, under penal law, to all the exigencies of 
civil proceedings. We must ignore the funda- 
mental principles of Christianity, and we mignt 
even say all primary notions of natural Jew, to 
admit that marriage is a creation of the State, 
that it is nothing more than an ordinary con- 
tract and a social union, belonging simply to 
the civil order. Conjugal union is not the work 
nor the invention of man. God Himself, the 
Supreme Autbor of Nature, from the very be- 
ginning, destined this union to serve ip 
propagating the human race and in constitut- 
ing the family; and, in the law of grace, He 
desired to ennobdle it still further by stamping 
it with the seal of a sacrament. Hence itis 
that, according to Christian law, marriage, so 
far, at least, as regards the substance and the 
sanctity of the conjugal bond, is an essentially 
sacred and religious act. which ordinance nat- 
urally belongs to religious authority, not from 
any delegation of the State or from the consent 
of Princes, but by command of the divine 
Founder of Christianity and the Author of all 
the sacraments. ' 

You are also well aware, venerable brethren, 
how, in justification of the encroachments of 
the civil power on the legislation of Christian 
marriage the fruit of modern progress is brought 
forward; the separation of the contract from 
the sacrament: whence it follows that, regard- 
ing it only iu the light of a contract, jt is sought 
to subject it to the authority of the State, leav- 
ing the Church no other faculty than that of a 
liturgical beneaiction. To give weight to this 
theory, resort is made either to che authority of 
foreign codes, or to the example of some Catho- 
lic nation where marriage is now subjected to 
an entirely civil and secular legislation. 

But whatever non-Catholic jurisconsuls or 
such as are bondmen to the aristocracy of the 
State may say to the contrary, 6 is certain that 
the conscience of all who are sincerely Catholic 
cannot accept this doctripe as the basis of 
Christian legislation On marriage. The reason 
is that this doctrine is founced ou the dogmatic 
error, often condemned by the Church, which 
reduces the sacrament to an outward ceremony 
and to the condition of a simpierite. This 
doctrine upsets the essential idea of Christian 
marriage, in which the conjugal tie, sanctified 
by religion, becomes identified with the sacra- 
ment, and in which these two elements unite 
inseparably so as to constitute but one act, one 
same reality. To strip marriage of its sacred 
character in Christian society is, therefore, 
simply to degrade it; to insult the religious be- 
lief of subjects, and to set a fatal snare for their 
consciences, for the legality of the mere civil 
act without the sacrament not and cannot 
have the force of making their unions lawful vor 
their families happy. It is in vain to cite the ex- 
ample of those Catholic nations*whicn. after 
having deeply suffered from revolutionary strug- 
gles and social -have found them- 


And we may bere observe the rank injustice 
with which the Caurch is accused of whishing to 
exercise an intrusive part in matter of 
matrimonial legislation, to the detriment, 
as is said, to the prerogatives of the State or of 
political authority. ‘The Church intervenes to 
proteet solely that which is under. the authority 
of Divine law, and tnalievabl y committed to her, 
—that is to say, the sanctity of the marriage tie 
and the religious effects belonging to it. Be 
yond this, no one disputes with the State con- 
cerning any measure coming within its juris- 
diction, for the regulation of in the

meantime guilty voucubinage is left free in such 
a manner as to davelop itself with impunity and 
rule over civil society, as statistics prove, by 
eluding Coristian duties and even the oreserip- 
ons of the code; finally, what is most alarm- 
ing of all is the pretense of law placed in the 
bands of perverse men, wherewith to betray the 
conscience of timid young girls and of bonest 
parents, bv refusifig to bave rhe religious cele- 
bration performed after the civil act. 

Do not these considerations, venerable breth- 
ren. give rise to suspicions that the present 
measures against religious marriage are dictated 
less by a sentiment of order and social rectitude 
than by a design to lay new afflictions upon the 
Church and the clergy and to increase incentives 
to perversion among the Italian people Such 
a doubt is strengthened when we see that this 
change strikes the sacred ministry with severer 
penalties than it does the principal infractors, to 
whom it leaves a means of escape, within atime, 
from penal action, which is not done for the 
sacred ministry, and when we read the sbame- 
ful commentaries and impious declarations with 
which it is thought to justify this change before 
the publie, to the great grief and to the just in- 
dignation of all Cat holte hearts. I: it has 
been unequivocally asseried that social 8 
are vot re morals, and that it does not be- 
long to the legisiator to play the moralist; that 
the State does not recognize sacraments, nor 
does ‘t hesitate to strike even a sacrament to 
maintain its institutions; that the present change 
is work Of retauauon against the Church, be- 
cause she condemns as unjust the civil law 
which ignores the religious character of the 
sacrament; that the ent of matrimony is 
a ficticious union, a feal copcubinage which of- 
fends the civil law. \You now see, venerable 
brethren, after these declarations, what the 
principles are whieh inspire the proposed change 
and to what end it tends. 

Therefore, we implore the Most Hich, with all 
our heart, to spare us the agony of seeing the 
Christian vineyard sore&d over with such planta, 
which cannot but bri forth fruits the most 
pernicious to faith to public and domestic 
morals, and which will prove a source of re- 
peated offenses and outrages against the sacred 
ministry. In the meantime let us not cease, 
Venerable brethren, to warn the faithful b 
timely exhortations on this great Catholic trut 
nat the origin und sanctification of the marriage 
contract comes from God, and that outside of 
tue formes established by God and the Church, 
the bovor aud sanctity of the conjugal tie is 
not to be found nor the of the sacrament. 

To refute the svecious charges hurled m our 
day sgainst the Church and the clergy by repre- 
senting them as systematicaily hostile to the 
laws regulating marriage in its civil effecta, we

MOON-EYED HORSES. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. - 

Dis Mom, Ia., July 1.—In Tun Tun 
of Saturday, à farmer asks of the person in 
charge of the veterinary department questions 
as to his horses, which he suspects are affected 
with periodical ophthalmia, or “‘moon-eye”’ so 
called, and says they have been fed high, and 
on corn only. Tus Triscone’s * Veterinarian” 
says: Any opacueness of the cornea that is 
milk-white in color is permanent, and cannot be 
removed. A permanent cure for periodical 
ophthalmia is out of the question.“ 
As to the result of the high corn-feeding of the 
farmer’s horses, he makes no answer. I am not 
a horse-doctor, por the seventh son of one; but 
periodical obnthalmia can be cured, and an 
epaqueness of the cornea that is milk-white can 
be totally removed. There are hunareds of horses 
in this vicinity living evidences of the fact. I saw 
a horse, valuable and bigaly orized by its owner, 
that three mouths ago was as biind as a bat; he 
could not see the side of a barn, for he ran 
against it. His eyes were as white as milk, and 
shrunken. To-day his eyes are as perfect as 
when he was foaled. A veterinarysurgeon here 
is curing every case brought to bim, and the 
horse does not lose an hours work. 
The extent of this disease among horses 
in hoois and lowa is astonishing. ‘The exemp- 
tion is almost the exception instead of the rule. 
This gentieman says it is the result of excessive 
feeding of corn. Ligwt, or dark, or foul, or 
clean stables have little or nothing to do with 
it. To prevent it, farmers must frequent! 
change the diet of horses. For horses aif > 
cure it, or drive blind horses, as they will alti- 
mately become incurably blind. That they are 
cured permanently when they could not see at 
all, and the eye was white as milk, | know; and 
the treatment is simple, and euch as any farmer 
can give bis horse. What it is, 1 do not know. 
Suffice it to sav, it can not be found in any pub- 


lished book on diseases of horees.

THE SYDNEY EXHIBITION. 


pect that the United States, and especially this 
city, will be largely aud worthily represented. 
Freights on the Australian steamers sailing 
from San Francisco will be very materially re- 
duced to merchants sending goods to the Exhi- 
bition, and all exhibits are to be admitted to the 
Colony free of duty. In order to give all the 
time necessary to American exhibitors, exhipits 
will be received up to the time of the closing of 
the fair, in March, 1930, and the Com mission, 
if so desired, will arrange with the Victorian 
Commissiouers to have them sent on in time for 
the Melborne Exhibition next year. Exhibitors 
will, therefore, receive the benefit of two Ex- 
hibitions in the British Colonies at an expense 
but slightly above that ordinarily entailed by 
one display. 

The main building for the Exhibition is now 
in cotrse of erection, and 1,500 men are engaged 
in the work. It is situated on what is known as 
the. Domain in Sydney, and will cover seven 
and a half acres of space, affording 11,000,000 
cubic feet of available room. It is estimated 
that the cost of the building will be $500,000, 
and the Government bas already voted $250,000 
as a first installment. The floor space will 
amouut to 333,750 superficial feet. The nave 
will be 800 feet in length, and the transept 500 
feet wide and 60 feet hight, surrounded by a 
gallery 25 feet in width. At the intersection of 
the nave and transept there will be a dome 112 
feet in diameter, and at each of the four 
entrances a lofty tower, 50 feet square, 
will be constructed. The build bas 
been planned with a view its 
exteusion or reduction. if necessary, without in- 
jury to the general architectural! 2 The ap- 
plications for space in the European quarter 
already received by the London Commissioner. 
represent over 250,000 square feet oi space, and 
this fart would seem to imply that the Austra- 
lian Exbibition is destined to be a grand success. 

The Commissioners for the United States are

to notify the American Commissioners. The 
States pens represented in the applications 
are those of New Eagland and the Middle 
States, but Ohio, Lilinois, Kentucky, Missouri. 
and Virginia also furnish exnibicors. Among 
the articles offered ior exbipition are agricult- 
ural and mining implements, and tools of various 
kinds, including a great number of varieties of 
axes. bammers, chisels, and saws. A firm of 
this city sends sewing-machives, and the patent- 
ed jnvenuous so pecaliarly characteristic of the 
Amerwan are largely represented, Gold and 
silver electro-plate is sent from Taunton, Mase. 
and a New York firm will exhibit specimens of 
oars for racing and other boats. Patent steel 
wire, for fencing will be on exhibi- 
tion fram Worcester, Mass,, and an Lilinois 
firm proposes to send @ collection of windmills, 
such as are used in the West to raise water 
to a bight from which it ean be readily dis- 
tributed, cither for irrigation pu or for 
moderate water-vower.  Billiard-tables and 
cooking-stoves are on the list of articles to be 
coutributed by this city, and hermetically-sealed 
meats will go from Portland, Me. Howe's 
scales, from Rutland, Vt., will also be exhibited, 
aud Philadelohia proposes to teach the Aus 
trallaus bow to make biscuits and crackers. 
Artificial teeth and specimens of dental science 
will go from this city, from Philecelppia, and 
from Chicago. Lubricating oils from Buffalo, 
and sausage-casings from New York. Soaps, 
periumery, medicines, and stationery are also 
largely represented in the list of exhibits from 
the United States.

ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


The Jablochkoff System in London. 
London Times, June 7. 

It would appear that steady progress contin- 
ues to be mace in several of those systems of 
electric lighting which have been brought most 
prominently before the public. This progress 
relates to the remedying of defects which bave 
developed themselves in practice, and to um- 
provements in details which experience has sug- 
gested and which the ingenuity of inventors has 
effected.

The Projector's Explanation of His Big Un- 
dertaking—Power and Heat for Work- 
shops, Stores, Public and ‘Private Build- 
ings—Ten Millions of Capital-The Men 
Who Back the Scheme. 
New York Sun, June 29. 
Gen. Frank B. Spitiola complains of the way 
in which bis endeaver to forward what he re- 
garded, and still regards, as one of the most 
practically valuable inventions of the ceutiry, 
has been regarded by both press and public. 


in saving that it was some sort of a Tammany 
Hall job, whereas Tammany Hall has nothing 
to do with it, and I don’t think there are three 
Democrats, even, financially interested in it,— 
not that I know to be Democrats. It is neither 
a political nor a speculative scheme, and it nev- 
er has been, but a real, solid business transac- 
tion from the commencement.’’ 

“How did you happen to engage in it?“ 
8 reporter of the Sun asked him last evening. 

“T had learned about Mr. Holly’s invention 
through the newspapers, and I went to Lockport 
to examine for-myself as far as I was able with- 
out being au expert. I found that they were 
then carrving steath through about two and a 
half miles of pipe and more than a mile from 
their boiler-house, and from conversation with 
the people who were its consumers learned that 
it was entirely satisfactory; that they were, in 
f delighted with it. I came back to New 
York and brought the matter to the attention 
of several gentlemen, but they all met me with 
the objections that it was too costly, ip practi- 
cable, &c. Then I saw Mr. Hawicy B. Clapp, 
proprietor of the Rossmere Hotel, and upon my 
representations he sent up an expert to Lockport 
to examine the steam service there. His report 
was so favorable that a proposition was at 
once made,. which was accepted, for the pur- 
chase of the right.to the City of New York. The 
price was $150,000, of whicn one-tturd was paid 
in casu, and the remainder was made contin- 


within six months. ‘The stipulated time elapsed 
before we were able to secure all our rights. 
It was difficult to make people understand the 
project, and then all sorts of people jumped on 
it, aud everybody wanted to get something. of 
course, and I was a bad-shaped man to come to 
for anvthing of that kind. Then. by mutual 
agreement, the time was extended for another 
six months for organizing. 1 then saw Judge 
Pierrepont and stated to him the merits of the 
enterprise. He told me thatif it was as I rep- 
resented he and other capitalists would engare 
m it and furnish all the money that would be 
required to carry it into execution. He and his 
friends selected an engineer to investigate it,— 
Mr. Leonard F. Beckwith, an excellent man. 
Mr. Beckwith visited Lockport, Auburn, and 
Detroit, where the Holly steam system is in 
successful operation. I went with him. We 
did not go to Springfield and other places where 
it has been introduced in the East, as Mr. Beck- 
with was entirely satisfied with his investigations 
in the three places I have mentioned. la Lock- 
port we found tbis winter between four and five 
miles of pipe laid, a very considerable increase 
over the amount when I was there, and all in 
successful operation. furnishing powet to some 
extent, and heating residences, stores, and 
stops all along the principal streets. The pub- 
lic buildings, churches, and school-houses were 
heated by it. One large school-house which we 
visited was aslarge as the St. Cloud Hotel, and 
throughout the building the temperature was 
regularly kept at 70 degrees, wtth a counter cur- 
rent of air coming in that kept the air as pure 
and fresh as in the shade out-doors on a summer 
morning. Aud this thing, I tell you, is what is 
goiug to solve the question of the ventilation of 
our public schools. In Detroit, winter had 
stopped the laying of pipe when they had down 
bat about a mile and a half of six-inch pipe, 
and they only turued on the steam on Dec. 26. 
They supplied about three dozen consumers 
on that line, for the running of various kinds of 
machinery maiaiy. Mechanics’ Block, a >uilding 
with a hundred rooms, a mile and a quarter 
away ifom the boiler-house, used the steam sup- 
plied in this way for its elevators, and for all the 
radiators throughout the edifice in ali the 
rooms, with such good effect that a summer 
temperature was maintained throughout. In 
the ree Press office it was used for every pur- 
pose connected with the establishment,—heat- 
ing, running presses, &c.,—and was reported by 
the proprietors as effecting a great saving for 
them, and by the employes as doing so with 
every satisfaction possible. In Auburn the re- 
port was equally cunclusive. There its principal 
use was in heating dwellings. In one magnifl- 
cent mansion, a mile from the boiler- house, the 
lady said to us: My mother, whois very old, 
occupies the rooms up-stairs. and requires them 
to be very warm. We bave no difficulty in keep- 
ing them up to eighty degress, in any weather, 
with this steam system, and at the same time 
can keep all the other rooms at any tempera- 
ture we desire.“ 

„Who are the parties actually financially in- 
cones in the scheme, those who will put up 
the Money required? 

„% Well, Judgé Piérrepont, ex-Gov. Ed Mor- 
gan, Marshall O. Roberts, Lennox Kennedy 
(formerly President of the Commercial National 
Bank), Mr. Henrv S. Stebbins (ex-Park Com- 
missioner), Mr. Vail (President of the Commer- 
cial National Bank), Mr. Beckwith (father of the 
engineer who made the report for Judge Pierre- 
pont), Mr. Jewett (President of the N. V., L. E. 
& W. R. R. Co.), and one or two other large 
capitalists desire to have a hand in it, whose 
aid has not vet been accepted. We have not 
organized yet, but very soon now will do so.

Is not that a somewhat gigantic basis? 

“No. It is an enterprise which in a city like 
this will require a vast outlay of capital. It 
will be four times more expensive, at ‘least, to 
lay these vipes than to lay those of the gas com- 
panies. They must be wrought iron, with steam- 
tight joints, and then the patent joints and 
junction boxes—from which the steam is tap- 
ped, and which are arranged to neutralize con- 
traction and expansion—are very expeusive. 


| Then the pipe is covered with a causing of 


asbestos and other materials, incased in wood 
with a space about it, or in tile manufactured 
for the purpose, with drains under it for the 
purpose of carrying off any moisture. 

In our present permission we are allowed to 
lay our pipes below Canal street. We will es- 
tablish oue battery of boilers at some central 
point, which will enable us, at some future 
time, when the merit of the service is appre- 
ciated, to extend our pipes up, say to Bleecker 
street, a mile, or thereabouts north of the City- 
Hall. When we extend, we will go a mile porth 
of that line to establish our second battery of 
doilers, so that the service from the two would 
meet. Each battery will consist of 100 or 150 
boilers, as the engineers determine, each boiler 
five feet in diameter by cighteen or twenty in 
length.“ a

THE LATEST FORGERY. 


Downfall of a Leading Citizen of Newton, 
Mass. -The Amount of Irregular Paper 
Over 880,000. ° ‘ 

Boston Advertiser, June 90. 

Capt. James F. Edmands, of Newton, one. of 
the prominent residents of that suburban city, 
and long a leading and respected flour-mer- 
chant in Boston, was arrested at his home on 
Sat urdav night for forgery, and was yesterday 
afternoon brought to this city by the police. 
The news of the crime and arrest was received 
in Newton with astonishment, mingled with 
grief at the fall of one who had been so popu- 
lar and won so many friends by his genial 
manner and open-handed ways. As a member 
of one of the old families in the place.—be was 
a brother of the late J. Wiley Edmands, —and 
as Chairman of the Board of Aldermén, 
of which body he had heen a member 
since the. organization of the city, he 
exerted a strong and wide influence; and 
so popular was he with the _ electors 
that last fall he was re-elected Alderman 
on an independent ticket, carrying every ward 
but one. In this city be bad for many vears 
been in active business as the senior member 
of the firm of James F. Edmands & Co., for 
fifteen vears located in the building on the 
corner of State and Commercial streets. His 
record there was clean. His word was regard- 
ed as good as his bond, his bills and paper 
were, always met promotiy, and his credit was 
of the best. 
was succeeded by his former partners. the firm 
name being changed to Sands & Fernald. It 
was supposed that be took out of the concern 
when he retired a respectable sum, and his 
proverty was estimated by his business ac- 
quaintances at froar $75,000 to $100,000. Such 
was the character and standing of the man 
before his business friends and the community 
in which he lived, and it can be readily under- 
stood why his fall has created such surprise 
and regret. The full extent of bis forgeries it 
is believed has now been ascertained. They 
amount to nearly $80,000. 

As frequently happens in cases similar to this, 
the forgeries of Mr. Edmands were discovered 
quite by accident. ‘Last Monday Mesers. Sands 
& Fernald, the successors of Mr. Edmands in 
the flour business, were votified by the Maverick 
Bank that a note of $5,000 made bv James F. 
Edmands and indorsed by Sands & Fernald was 
at that bank due July 20. Mr. Fernald and his 
partuer were thoroughly surprised at this notice, 
and, immediately proceeding to the bank, exam- 
ined the note and pronounced the iodorsement 
a forgery. it was learned at the bank that the 
uote was made on July 20, 1878, for one year, 
and had been discounted at the Newton National 
Bank. This bank dors its business with the 
Maverick Bank, and sent this note to town with 
others last Monday for collection. The dis- 
covery of the forgery led to an immediate 
investigation, and the services of Private De- 
tective A. P. Dearborn were secured by Presi- 
dent Potter of the Maverick Bank. Mr. Dear- 
born began work on Tuesday last, and he soon 
discovered wno was the forger, that other paper 
had been forged, and the manner in which this 
particular note was made and came to be detect- 
ed. Helearned that it, had been Capt. Ea- 
mands’ habit, whenever a forged note or a good 
note was seut out, to request that notification 
when due be sent to a certain post-office box. 
which proved to be his own private box in the 
Boston Post-Office. The notice having been thus 
received, the forger had ample time to make all 
necessary preparations for meeting it, without 
the knowledge of the parties whose names he 
had forged, and so without the sibilitv of de- 
tection. Had the notification of this $5,000 note 
due been dropped into Mr. Edmands’ private 
box, according to these ivstructions, probably 
the forgery would not bave been discovered; 
but, instead of this, the  distributing- 
clerk receiving it at the Post-Office observing 
that, tbouch directed to Sands & Fernald, was 
not addressed to their box, put it in the latter, 
and so the so carefully prepared pian failed, and 
the whole affair came to light. Investigation 
since last Tuesday has discovered that the 

amount of forged paper uttered by Mr. Ed- 
mands is sbout as follows, these being in the 
form of notes of different dates, but all 
maturing within the next three months, and 
held by the following banks:

The names forged to the above sums are 
Sends & Fernald and Mr. Amasa Cralts, a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Edmands.. Besides the 
notes above scheduled, notes of his own, with- 
out indorsement, to the amount of some 
$19,000, given for private accounts, are held by 
various persous and firms in this vicinity; and, 
in addition to this indebtedness, Mr. Edmands 
is subject to a contingent liability of between 
$40,000 and $50,000. 

Mr. Edmands' assets are very light. He has 
an insurance on his life for $50,000,—pot avail- 
able, of course, until bis death, —and what 
personal property there is in his house. This 
includes everything of valuein his possession, 
though he holds certain notes and railroad 
bonds which are worth very little, if anything. 
It is not yet known how long he has been utter- 
ing forged paper, or if the amounts ‘above 
enumerated comprise the whole of his transac- 
tious. His general method was to sign the notes 
himself, forging the indorsements only, as, of 
course, an indorser is never notified, save 
when paper goes to protest; but in some in- 
stances he has forged signatures. Mr. Bacon, 
Cashier of the Newton National Bank, states 
that of the $8,700 of Mr. Edmands’ paper beid 
bY the bank, $3,700 is good. ‘The 85,000 which 
the bank will lose will not in any way affect the 
condition of the bank, as there is a large surplus 
on hand. 

How or why Mr. Edmands came to enter upon 
such a course is a mystery to all his friends. 
Those who have been nearest to him state as a 
possible cause the loBses sustained and the bur- 
dens entailed through the transactions ot a 
relative. About six vears ago be paid out a 
large amount of money to cover up the illegal 
proceedings of his brother, who is now sup- 

to be in Australia. This brother, William 
Otis Edmands, was a trustee of the Crafts 
estate, and while acting in that capacity he con- 
verted the bonds, said“ to be in the neigtbor- 
hood of $100,000, to his own use. James F. Ed- 
mands was on his brother’s bond, and tried to 
cover up that brother’s wrong-doings. It is 
said that he had succeeded in paying off over 
one-halt of the defalcation

third. it is now said that the estate of Mr. Eu- 
mands’ father was also focombered when it 
came into the possession of Mr. Edmands. It is 


known mat William Otis Edmands expended 


his portion of the estate before he was eotited 
to draw the same. Taking al? things into con- 
sideration, it is not at ali improbable that Mr. 
Edmands has been living for some time beyond 
His estate was av expensive one, 
and he entertained his frinds liberally, et times 
extravagantly, noticeably so during the last mu- 
nicipal campaign, when be was compelled to 
make all the political capital he could in order 
to secure his re-election as an Alderman. His 
Club friends joined with him, and exerted them- 
selves to aid his purposes io a political way, but 
they were totally unconscious that their friend 
was ip any way financially embarrassed, and to- 
day they are as profound)y astonished and dis- 
mayecbas any one in Newton. 


THE SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 


Is a Re-estabiishment of the Empire of the 
Incas Possible? 
Oorrcspondenca San Francisco Rulletin. 

VALPARAISO, May 18, 1879.—The present war 
in South America is becoming interesting. it 
may result in the complete overthrow of the 
Creole element in Peru and Bolivia, and lead to 
the establishment of a native empire as soon as 
the proper man is found who may be the 
founder of a new Inca dynasty. During the 
reign of the Incas the natives lived a happy 
life, the Government being in exact harmony 
with the character and nature of the people. 
The politicai changes in Europe at the com- 
mencement of this century gave the impulse to 
the uprising of those countries againat the King 
of Spain, ending in their separation from the 
Spanish Crown. This change, instead of 
deserving the name of emancipation, was 
in reality nothing eise, so far as the 
patives were concerned, but a change 
of masters. The descendants from the 
conquerors and the Creollos took the place of 
the former officials sent out from Madrid, and 
continued to treat the natives with the utmost 
despotism. For this reason the natives of Pera 
and Bolivia regard the men of lighter complex- 
ion with utter distrust. and a traveler in the in- 
terlor of those countries soon finds out that he 
is anvthing but a welcome guest. The natives 
refuse to supply him with any food, as they 
have learned by experience that their so-called 
own countrymen when traveling support them- 
selves by means of requisitions from the Indians, 
for which they never get paid, and the invariable 
answer to the wandering stranger is. Manan 
cancha’—** We have nothing.“ A request to 
sell him a fowl is answered in the same manper, 
even if a dozen or mere fowls are running 
around the house. It is the general habit 
adopted bv travelers to settle the question by 
sbooting the first fow! at hand and to give it to 
the female part of the family, requesting them 
to boil it with rice, which then is silently obeyed 
without arguing the point any further. ‘rhe 
traveler puts a coin in one of the bags sus- 
pended from the ceiling or on the wall of the 
house, in payment of the killed fowl, and pro- 
ceeds on bis road unmolested, until he reaches 
the next resting place, where the same scene is 
repeated, ending in the above peaceable and 
satisfactory way. ‘ 

The Indians, for want of a proper leader, 
have until now submitten to the authority of 
the Creollos, but the present war is stirring uo 
the warlike elements of the country, and some 
native endowed with 4 superior intellectual 
capacity might bring ttre fact beiore their eves 
that they vastiv ouznumber the Spanish ele- 
ment, and that they only need to stand together 
in order to become the masters. 

The last census sbows the Peruvian nation to 
be composed of the following races and breeds: 
Indians of pure race 1, 425, 000 
Cholos (Indians with some S panidf blood) 3735, 000 
Descendants from Spaniard and foreiga- 

ere, born in Peru.

These figures show that while the natives 
amount to about 2,000,000, the so-called white 
population amounts to 300,000, or one-seventh 
art, and consequently the latter govern more 

y moral forcé than because they are the 
strongest. The preseut war will put arms into 
the bands of the Indianr, and on the conclusion 
of the war they might, perhaps, object to re- 
turn them. 

Besides, the Creollos are playing a rather 
dangerous game by exciting the Indians to the 
extent they are doing. A report from the Pe- 
ruvian town of Chauahamayo gives the follow- 
ing account of a meeting of the natives ol the 
neighborhood when the news bad been sent to 
them by the commander of the Fort of San 
Ramon that war had been declared, and that 
the Chilian Government had accepted the serr- 
ices of 600 warriors of the Araucanian Indians. 

Along the wild banks of the Fereue the fire of 


» patriotism is also kindled by the insolent provo- 


cation of Chili, Immediately upon the news of 
the burning of Pisagua reaching the hats of the 
Carapachos, a Peruvian tribe, a terriblé war-cry 
rang through the dark forests of the Papgon, 
animating with fierce indignation the thousand 
warriors of that tribe,—the terror of their neigh- 
bors on account of their indomitable valor and the 
cannibal instincts they profess. On the 20th of 
April more thau 800 warriors of terrible asvect 
and awe-insvpiring visages assembled under the 
shade of the century-old tamarind trees around 
the hut of the terrible Traumacan, Chief of the 
Carapachos. 

Traumacan, seated on a roughly-made chair, 
formed of the bones of ten Princes conquered 
by him, and underneath a canopy composed of 
a Woodred skulls of warriors slain with his 
„ macaua,“ the South American tomahawk, pre- 
sided over this satanical assembly like the som- 
bre genius of the forest. Soon the woods rang 
with fearful cries of “‘Aoum Chili,” **Aoum 
Chili” (“Death to Chili ), which filled the 
space; cries uttered by 800 throats yet steeped 
in the blood of their last victims eaten in the 
feast of the preceding nicht. On the follow- 
ing day an ambassador, clothed in feathers, left 
the chief’s hut bearing a communication from 
Traumacan to the commander of the Fort of 
San Ramon, of which the following is an official 
translation: 

Traumacan the Terrible to the Red Bird, King 
of tne Lightning (the Carapbachos call their 
civilized countrymen so on account of the red 
trousers of the soldiers and the flash of their guns): 

Lhave heard that the big-belhed Araucanians 
have offered to the Chief of tne Chilians 600 of 
their lances wherewith to devastate Peru. I place 


at your disposal 1. 000 of my bowmen, conquerors 


of the Cashiros (another Peravian tribe), armed 
with sharp arrows and heavy macanaa, and well 
supplied with ticana and curare.

A TRIP TO FLORIDA, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CoA, July 2.—So much hag been written 
encouraging the emigrant to go West as the 
proper thing to do towards getting a home that 
I very much fear that to reverse this fashion- 
able idea and advise emigration to the far South 
will be looked upon as either foolhardy or ego- 
tistical on my part. As I have, however, had 
the pleasure of making several trips to the 
Land of Flowers, perhaps a few notes taken 
from a recent trip may be interesting to some of 
your readers. 

Leaving Chicago March 1, with the weather 
indicating at least two months more of cold, I 
arrived, after a pleasant journey of three days 
over the Cumberland Route, at Brunswick, Ga. 
With buoyant spirits in the anticipated trip up 
the coast on as beautiful a spring morning as 
the mind could faney, I boarded the little 
steamer Florence, which, after a few hours ot 
delig+tful sailing. sighted the  hand- 
some little city of Fernandina, Fia., 
so lately scourged by the dreaded fever ow- 
ing to inadequate quarantine regulations, but 
at present very healthy and prosperuus. Ali 
Nature bere seemed flooded in sunshine. The 
effect was magical as between the interval in @ 
few hours’ travel southward. At this point 
most ali tourists feel that to take a rest js the 
proper thing, but onward is the word as the 
ever-ready Jacksonville steamer whisties for a 
start, or impatient engine's bell rings all 
ready for a start over the old-estadlished 
Transit Railroad to its terminus, Cedar Kers, 
on the Gulf of Mexico. My ae ate 
Urange Lake, in Marion County, wh 1 
reached by stage from Gainesvilie; of this dis- 
trict I more particularly desire to describe. 
This lake is situated io the northern vortion of 
the county, and is accessible from Waldo by a 
recently laid railroad some fourteen miles in 
length to Lake Lochloosa, which, through its 
connection of Cross Creek with Orange Lake, 
the traveler is enabled to reach by steamer. 
At present there is no organized town, although 
the country is settling up fast, and the site for 
a town has been already surveved, to be known 
as Agricultural Town. This district may 
fairly be called the natura: home of the 
orange, for bere are found in immense quanti- 
ties natural groves of the wild orange. The 
country is hilly, and the unc land 
kvown as of the bammockand mixed timber 
class. Here are found the stateliest and moet 
grateful of trees, such as the sweet gum, 
hickory, water-oak, liveoak, magnolia, iron-oak, 
dogwood, Norway pine, chinacerrv, persimmun, 
and others too numerous to mention. For good 
paying crops, long cotton, sugar cane, and corp, 
can be relied upon. I particularily noticed the 
thriftiness of the orange groves, which I felt 
assured would in the near future realize for- 
tunes to their present owners. I felt satisfiea 
that here I had found all that the pew settler 
needed to encourage him in his labors. -Vege-
